Mr. R. On* Porter, of Belleville, ap 
peared for the plaintiff, and retained as 
ooumtel Mr. Frank Arnoldy, of Toronto. 
For tho lefonre, Messre. Dercche and 
Madden, with Mr. G. F. Shipley, K.O., 
Toronto, acting for the Electric Light Co. 
Mr. W. S. Herrington, K C , was solicitor 
and counsel for the Scott Co., and Mr G. 
E. Deroche, of Deseronto, was couroel for 
3ir Riohard J Cartwright. 

The plaintiff lent the Napanee Water 
Power Co. the sum of $3,300 on debentures 
issued by them. When they Were buying 
he Scott EUcl.;c Ligt.i C'j, she gave them 
another $1,000, the arrangements being 
that they would take a mortgage as well 
for tbe amount of tbe debenture as for the 
thousand dollars advanced. Soott was 
paid $1,000 in cash and was to receivo a 
mortgage for $4,000, payable by yearly 
instalments, tbe whole being payable in 
five years. The two mortgages te Mite 
Shirley and Mr. Soott were to be encum¬ 
brances on tbe plant and piopertv of the 
Napanee Electric Light Co , and tbe Soott 
Co then purchased, and neither wan to 
have priority over the other, but were to 
both rank a« a first encumbrance on the 
property. 

Miss Shirley's mortiro’e was made pay 
able at tbe end of five yeats, with interest 
paid half yearly. She now oemplains by 
the terms of her mortgage, thus made, she 
whs placed at a disadvantage.

I usu¬ 
ally food about one pound of roots 
to each ewe. During the.month be¬ 
fore lambing the feed for tho owes 
should bo increased. 

1 have running water ln my bam 
and think every man should provide 
for this Pi at all possible. Tho owo» 
begin to drop their Iambs about 
February 1. I put the ewes into 
box stalls until the lambs get used 
to tho.r parents. Then they are 
placed in a largo stall away from 
the owes which huvo not dropped 
their lambs. If any of the ewes 
have twins and disown them, I put 
h< r in a stanchion, tuko away botii 
lunibs so that the ewo cannot see 



Iambs I givo them a great deal of 
ut teut on at night, being up fre¬ 
quently nearly all night 'Tins ewes 
get good clover hay, oats und bran 
und as soon us the hunts can cat, a 
crop© is provided for them on tiw> 
sunny sldo of the barn. Tlioro the 
lambs go in and g**t feed specially 
profttro.1. It is my uiiu to keep t.ho 
lambs contented, us they will grow 
faster and do tastier. Good clover 
hay and chop of one bushel of wheat 
and two of oats, are excellent, or it 
little bran und middlings will an¬ 
swer instead of the wheat. For 
young sheep I usually use wheat und 
oats with a small amount of oil¬ 
men!, until the Iambs have learned 
to eat well Thou 1 feed oats and 
coin and brun, equal parts. 1 feed 
my sheep in a flat trough about H 
Indies wide und .*1 inches deep.

BRITISH COLUMBIA HOR3E8 FOR 
THE EA8T. 

Tho lccent shipment of British 
Columbia hoi boh to Ontario naturally 
suggests three important points, vis: 
(1) What does tho Eastern market 
demand ? (2) What can the West 

supply ? (3) What steps should be 

taken by Western breeders to meet the 
demand ? 

WHAT TUN EASTERN MARKET DEMANDS- 

The cessation of breeding operations 
in Ontario some nine or ten years ago 
caused a rise in prices, and tiie require* 
meins of the Army in South Africa 
increased the demand. General busl- 
ne>s prosperity has led to an active 
enquiry for drivers aud farm horses 
in the country, and for all kinds of 
harness horses, heavy draughts, 
express horses, uyd ordinary Streeters 
in tho cities. The lumber business 
being exceptionally hi i• k, a large num¬ 
ber of heavy horses are required in the 
numerous logging camps. Heavy 
draughts are easily worth #400 a team ; 
these must tie from 1500 lbs. up, aud 
me wanted a; heavy as possible. 
Express horses are generally used 
single, must he active and able to trot 
with a good load. They should weigh 
from 1200 to 1500 I by., and are worth 
about #150. Ordinary Streeters (or 
delivery wagons, bucks, etc., vary in 
r’iz", style, action, weight aud age. 
Driver-, carriage horses and saddle 
horses sell largely according to style, 
action and manners aud will run from 
#125 to $300 

WHAT THE WEST 0^4 SUPPLY. 

In Manitoba and the farming sec¬ 
tions of tho North West Territories 
there has been and will be next spring 
a good demand for horses, medium and 
heavy, for farm woik and railway 
construction, also drivers for livery- 
iip n and farmers. There has also 
been a good trade in Indian ponies, 
used for herding, driving or for 
children to ride to school. Of all the 
various classes, the West, vjz:—tho 
Western portion of the Territories, und 
the interior of British Columbia—can 
Mippiy comparatively few over the 
1000 lb. limit, the few horses over 
that weight being not much more than 
will supply local demands. But of 
horses about that we ght there are 
Urge numbers of useful,'hardy horses 
with excellent bone, winch at prices 
» will pay to ship but the market 
must not be overdone at any one time. 

To Ontario und Manitoba a large 
number of Western ponies of a very 
poor class have been shipped. These 
shipments have injured the reputation 
f Western horse- and have led the 
Ontario man in particular to believe 
tha’ there is nothing better in the 
West than tho untameable broncho 
stock, and at the preseiit time he will 
uot bid on anything branded, beyond 
what he considers a bargain, because 
he thinks his purchase is bound to 
give him more trouble than local stock, 
dialed heavy horses are no more 
difficult to break tlian Eastern horses 
and tho brand is seldom conspicuous 
enough to he called a blemish. It is a 
matter of surprise to a Western m in 
to hear it commented upon as a blemish 
and a mark of wickedness, and if the 
Eastern man would consider a moment 
that a horse ranch® could not be con¬ 
ducted without branding, he might 
look upon it with less disfavor. In 
regard to hardiness, endurance and 
bone, the Western horse is equal to 
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breaks few hordes, aud they think 
there muy bo something wrong with 
unything broken that is offered for 
sale. 

A fat horse will self much better 
ti an one out of condition. if the 
horses a,e to lie broken it must be seeu 
to that when they come to be shipped 
they are in good condition, as this 
may easily mean a difference of $30 
per head. in handling a bunch o( 
horses it is necessary, in order to 
keep down expenses, and to prevent 
losu of condition, to put them on the 
market, as quickly as possible from the 
time they le wve their pasture, as every 
extra day means loss of money. 

Tho accommodation on the C. P. R. 
is none too good, the condition of 
some of the yards along the line being 
bad, and the serviee West of Calgary 
slow. East of Calgary stock trains 
make good time aud are handled well, 
aud quickly as a rule. The C. P. R- 
authorities have always shown a dis¬ 
position to assist the live stock men 
in every way, and suitable provision* 
will no doubt |be made immediately to 
Imudle this new line of trade. Cheaper 
hay should be provided at most of the 
leading points. $18 to $20 per ton is 
too much to charge for hay and in 
ci-nsequeiice the larger dealers purchase 
their own. There is every reason to 
expect that the trade in horses will 
continue and grow. Tho West can 
raise horses cheaper than the East 
and of as good quality. For this

JUDGES DISAGREE. 

Judge Maclennan finds Per¬ 
sonal Charge Proved. 


By the judgment of the election 
court the petition against the return 
of T. O. Carscallen in Lennox is dis¬ 
missed, and Mr. Carscallen retains his 
6eat. The election Judges, Justloes 
Osier and Maclennan, disagree as to 
the charge of personal bribery, Mr. 
J Jstice Maclennan holding that it was 
proved. Separate judments were read 
in court. Mr. Geo. Watson, KC, 
represented the petitioner, and Mr. 
Edmund Bristol the responded. The 
case will undoubtedly be appealed. Ah 
to the cross petition against M. S 
Madole, Mr. Bristol asked that it be 
allowed to stand over for the nammg 
of a date on which it would be hoard. 

The particulars in the petition con¬ 
tained 62 charges, 22 wore tried out 
and the rest were abandoned and dis¬ 
missed, Of those actually tried seven¬ 
teen were dismissed, and on ti-o judg¬ 
ment was reserved. 

One charge, No. 22, was a personal 
one, that the respondent had bribed 
one Whiskin, caretaker of the Bath 
Town Hall, by giving him 60 cents to 
induce him to vote for him after a 
meeting in the town hall. 


This Charge is Diemieeed. 

“As regalds, too, the probability oi 
the respondent having attempted to 
bribe Whieken by the jay mart of thie 
trifling sum, I think it is not unrea¬ 
sonable to observe that although 
dragnet, as it were, has been drawn 
over the constituency and fverything 
which bore the slightest aspect of sus¬ 
picion followed up, scrutinized or 
abandoned after having been made the 
hubject of a charge in the particulars, 
there has been an entire failure to sub- 
stautiate a tingle other charge of 
bribery by the respondent or his 
agents, or to show that money had 
been placed in the hands of agents for 
election expenses and not accounted 
for. I am, therefore, of opinion, 
and so find as a fact, that the charge 
is not proved and ought to be dis¬ 
missed.” 

A charge of bribery by the payment 
of $2.26 to K. T. Jones, who acted as a 
meisouger for Morley Wilson on elec¬ 
tion day, aud a similar charge to one 
John Smith, were dismissed. A 
charge of bribery of F. W. Parkinson 
by James A Wilson, by the payment 
of $1.00.

CEMENT MANUFACTURE. 

The “Monetary Timet*,” Trades Review 
and Insurance Chronicle published, in 
Toronto Friday December ]2th, has the 
following article which will be of consider- 
able interest to our subscribers ; 

Among the industries which have made 
marked progress in Canada of recent years 
is the miking of Portland cement. Posses 
ing the materials for the manufacture of 
this important substance, there was excel- 
lent reason why wo should make it for 
ourselves rather than rely upon Germany 
or England for it Of course, the Mari¬ 
time Provinces and O'Shee could obtain it 
from Europe cheaply aud with facility, 
because they were on the Atlantic, but 
Ontario had to pay more for the imported 
article by reason of her distance from the 
seaboard. This, and the activity in build¬ 
ing, will help to account for a remarkable 
“boom" 111 cement making projects in 
Ontario during the present year. 

There were live cement factories in 
operation in 1001, producing say 445,000 
barrels In 1892 the number of producing 
workb had increased to nine with a total 
output of 815,000 barrels, some of them 
only running three to six months. The 
imports of cement into Canada for PJ01 
were, according to tho Customs' returns, 
550,000 barrels, and in P.10'2 they are 
estimated st iHUiiOO barrels, thus making 
tho supply fnr 1901, say, .105,000 barrels, 
and for tiie present year 1,001,000. Now 
the average Canadian consumption of 
Portland cement 1ms been from 1,000,000 
to 1,200,000 barrels per year. 

Hut the production of the nine Canadian 
factories, which was 815,000 barrels this 
year, will have increased in 1000, we are 
told, to at least 1,515,000 barrela. Uere is 
a list of their product in 1002 and figures 
of their estimate oui; ul in 1003 : 
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It ie, therefore, time to ask ourselves, 
can the country absorb such enormous 
Quantities ? Are we not over producing 
already ? Is there any likelihood that 
even should the Activity in business wbiob 
exists be continued for the next year or 
two the consumption of cement will be in¬ 
creased iu proportion to this enormous in- 
create in production ? Canadians would 
do well to be warned by the experience of 
other nations in a like direction. There 
has been of late very great ac ivity in 
oeraent production in Germany. During 
the last two or three years so many new 
factories have sprang up in that country 
that competition has been disastrous to 
the industry. In the year 1898, the leading 
factories were paying from 8 to 33 per 
cent, dividend. Rut by July of 1902, 
according to a report by the United States 
Consul at Brunswick, “many now return 
nothing on the capital invested in them ; 
others are issuing preferred stock to oreate 
new working capital, a number have 
stopped work, and one has gone into 
bankruptcy. The struggle has culminated 
in a conflict of extermination between the 
larger faotorios and the smaller. Prices of 
cement have fallen so that they are now at 
le&et 20 per cent, below tho oust of produc 
tion of the most capably inanuged works ’ 
The Germans are clever and enterprising 
people, but they sometimes overdo a thing, 
as well as other nations. And in tho light 
of their experience we may well be 
cautious. 

It will appear from the figures given 
above that to enable our Canadian cement 
factories to dispose of their outputs, the 
consumption of Portland cement in Canada 
will have to be increased in 1903 *by about 
1,000,000 barrels, or au increase of 80 per 
cent, over 1902. We have great faith in 
the development of our country, and we 
trust that it may bo sufficiently rapid to 
take care of this very important industry. 
NVe think, however, lhat u thorough in 
vcstiguiion into the conditions of tho ce¬ 
ment trade by thoBe who contemplate 
erecting new factories and particularly by 
those subscribing for cement company 
stocks, will preveut many disappointments 
and possibly disasters. 

It seems natural for promotors to be 
eunguiut ; and we have no doubt that 
many of those now concerned, as directors 
or otherwise, iu tljating new cement propo¬ 
sitions, believo in good faith that there are 
"millions iu i'," olsi we would not hear of

Cream of Chicken Soup.—Wash a 
large, fut chicken, carefully, put It 
into a soup kettle with one gallon 
cold water, and let it coino slowly 
to a boll'. Add one teaspoon salt 
and skira carefully. Let it cook 
slowly until the chicken is quito fen¬ 
der, tlien tuke it up. Add to tho 
soup one small minced onion, a sprig 
of parsley and a bit of celery, l.ct 
simmer half an hour longer, then 
strain. Return it to the kettle with 
half teacup rice nnd two teaspoons 
salt. Cover tho kettle and let tho 
soup hoii until the rico is done, then 
add a lump of butler and one large 
cup sweet cream. I.et get very hot 
and serve at once with bread sticks. 

Roast Turkey With Oyste^Jtufling. 
For a ten-pound turkey,^ake one 
quart broad crumbs, half cup butter 
cut in bits, one teaspoon finely pow¬ 
dered summer savory, half teaspoon 
powdered thyme, and salt and pep¬ 
per to taste. Mix all well together. 
Hub tho turkey with salt and pep¬ 
per, then put in u spoonful of the 
crumbs, followed by a few well- 
drained, nicely seasoned oysters (al¬ 
lowing one pint the latter for the 
turkey), and continue this until the 
bird is full enough. Do not fill it 
too full, or tho stuffing will bo 
heavy. Baste the turkey with the 
oyster liquor, and cook until tender 
and richly hjrowned. 

Potato Snow. — Beat into one 
quart hot mashed potatoes four ta¬ 
blespoons butter, half cup cream or 
milk, one scant teaspoon salt and a 
dush of white pepper. Beat thor¬ 
oughly with a fork, fhen beat in 
quickly the sti/lly whipped whites of 
three eggs. Press through a heated 
colander and serve nt once. Keep 
the potatoes on the hack of the rung* 
while preparing them, as they must 
not be allowed to cool. 

Creamed Squash.—Cook nnd mnsh 
the squash thoroughly, season to 
taste, nnd boat la half cup sweet 
crcum and a generous lump of but¬ 
ter. 

Scalloped Cauliflower. — Butter a 
baking dish well, put in a layer of 
cooked cauliflower broken small, sea¬ 
son to taste and cover with bits of 
butter nnd bread crumbs. Continue 
this until tho dish is full, then pour 
over one cup thick white sauce, cov¬ 
er closely, nud bake in a quick oven 
for 20 minsC'H. 

Chicken Salad. — Mix together two 
cups diced celery, two cups diced 
cold chicken and half cup blanched 
and coarsely chopped almonds. Mois¬ 
ten with mayonnaise and keep very 
cold until time to serve, and then 
turn into a salad howl, pour a lit¬ 
tle mayonnaise over the lop, and 
garnish with celery sprigs

Tie in a doth and boil for four 
hours. 

Mince Meat. — Throe cups chopped 
beef, six cups tart apples, finely 
chopped, one cup chopped suet, one 
cup each vinega r and cider, two cups 
each seeded raisins, molasses and 
sugar, one tablospooon each cloves 
und cinnamon, half grated nutmeg 
and half tablespoon suit. Bake in 
two crusts. 

Chicken and Oyster Croquettes. — 
Chop cold bo Bed chicken very line, 
season to taste, add a little minced 
parsley, and moisten with cream suf¬ 
ficient to make a paste. Add one 
well-beaten egg to each one pint 
chicken. Fat-boil large ovnters and 
remove the tough muscles. Allow 
two or three to each croquette. Sea¬ 
son and coat thickly with the chick¬ 
en croquette mixture: dip in dry 
bread crumbs, then in egg and soft 
stub’ bread crumbs. Fry in deep fat 
and druin on brown paper, (famish 
with parsley. 

Bench Trifle. — Make u sponge cake 
with six eggs, two cups sugar, one 
tablespoon lemon juice, half cup boil¬ 
ing water and two cups sifted flour.

— Make a 
good luyer cake after any preferred 
recipe For the filling whip tho 
whites of three eggs until very stiff, 
add confectioner's sugar enough to 
make rather thick, half teaspoon 
vjinilla, four tablespoons melted cho¬ 
colate and half cup English walnut 
meats chopped fine.

Foundation for Candy—No. 1 : 
Separate the whites of 2 cgg« from 
the volks, measure them and add thoi 
*ain« amount of Water. Stir in en¬ 
ough powdered sugar to make a 
paste stilt enough to mold into 
forms. 

Foundation for Candy—No. 2 . But 
into a saucepan twice us much 
granulated sugor as water, say 2 
cups water and 4 of sugar. When tho 
sugar is about dissolved set the pan 
on the stoic and heat slowly. Do 
not stir the mixture while it is cook¬ 
ing. Ten minutes after tho sugar 
begins to boil, try a lit tie by dro|>- 
I'ing it into cold water. If it will 
roll Into a “oft ball without sticking 
to the fingers, it is cooked enough 
Take from the stove nnd set to cool, 
'lest it frequently, and ns soon as 
the finger can Ikj put In it com¬ 
fortably, commence beating it villi 
a wooden spoon, ami continue i/itil. 
it is white i.nd stilf. Take out the 
spoon and knead with the hand un¬ 
til it is smooth nnd soft, if it he¬ 
roines too hard at any time, u< d a 
few drops of hot water. 

Chocolate Creams—Melt several 

'sticks of chocolate by-breaking into 
bits, and putting them into a bowl,

GBEAT STATUBE SAID TO BE 
DUE TO DISEASE. 

Anthropologist* Says It Is Caus¬ 
ed by Acromegaly and Is 
Monstrous. 

Anthropologists who havo been 
studying giants declare that great 
height, or gigantism, i» a dlsouse, 
or, at least, an abnormal condition 
Homo recent authorition are identify¬ 
ing it with ^acromegaly, or enlarge¬ 
ment of the extremities, a deformity 
marked by huge Jaws, hands, and 
feet, and often by a humped back. 
It has been shown that abuormul 
stature is often followed by this con¬ 
dition, tWhich may bo omy a later 
stage of the same malady. 

A paper on glantH has just been 
road by M. Henry Moige before tho 
congress of alienists and neurologists 
in Baris, and is translated' as fol¬ 
lows In tho Litexary Digest: "Tho 
author, at tho outset, recalls the 
fact that an originul genius once had 
a plan to oncourago marriages be¬ 
tween individuals of gigantic stature. 
Did ho roalize that he would thus 
bo encouraging the perpetuation of 
a monstrosity? 

"Tho giant exempt from all phy¬ 
sical defects, and superior at once 
in hoight, strength, and vital re- 
sihtence, is an ideal being, a myth, 
in fact, M. Moige shows that gigant¬ 
ism is really a monstrosity and a 
disease. Observations of giants) 
collected by scientific investigators, 
thow tho frequency of physical und 
mental unomnlies among them, llis- 
torio^giants wore fur from being su¬ 
perior in all rospccts. 

HAD TOO MANY FINGERS. 

"Nothing is known of Goliath cx- 
co;t his stature, but a giant men¬ 
tioned in II. Kings had supernumer¬ 
ary lingers. Now polydactylism is 
ono of' the most conspicuous stig¬ 
mata of dogoncrucy. Marcol Dounat 
saw' at Milun a giant who slept in 
two beds placed end to end; but this 
long man could not stand upright. 
William Evans, the gigantic porter 
of Churles I., wus without strength, 
tho porter of Cromwell, also a giant, 
wus confined in a lunatic asylum. 
Tho Irishman O'Brien was like a 
huge sick child that had grown too 
quickly.’ These examples could be 
multiplied. They show that degen¬ 
erative symptoms of all sorts, acci¬ 
dents that really deserve to be cuiled 
pathologic, uro the most frequent at¬ 
tendants of individual of colosmtl 
stature. 

"Although thcro uro exceptions, 
yet tho individual of great siaturo 
who is well constituted physically 
and psychically is ruro. Tho rulo is 
precisely tho reverse. 

SUFFER FROM HEADACHES. 

"Not taking bbny deformations in¬ 
to consideration, the observer cannot 
but be struck with the similarity of 
tho general symptoms that havo been 
noted in giants and in persons suf¬ 
fering from ncroiiwpaiyf headache, 
Tain in the legs, sexual tor|M>r, mus¬ 
cular weakness, varicose veins, 
ubundunt sweat, abnormal thirst, 
change of color «• f the skin, trou¬ 
bles of the sense organs, a low phy¬ 
sical and mental tone, etc. In all 
these particulars gigantism and 
acromegaly tend to similarity. 

"There urc giants who never be¬ 
come acromegalic: there are acrome¬ 
galics who are not of great stature 
But in numerous cases giants become 
acromegalic.
